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~ HUD Secretary Cisneros Gives 
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Newark An Affordable Housing Boost 


Henry G. Cisneros, Secretary of the 
US Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, was concerned about 
the people in Newark and other urban 
areas who are living in and need 
affordable public housing, so much so 
that he made an unannounced, quiet 
visit to Newark in November to see 
conditions for himself. 

He was appalled. 


Consequently he returned to 
Newark on December 13, 1993, with 
his staff of 15 deputies, conducting 
their weekly staff meeting here. “It 
was impossible to describe in words 
and I wanted our staff to see it first 
hand,” said Cisneros of Hayes Homes. 
According to New Community Cor- 
poration (NCC) director of develop- 
ment Ray Codey, Cisneros said “that 
first visit was the lowest day of his 11 
months on the job as HUD secretary. 
“The one thing we can all agree on is 
that folks ought not to have to live in 
conditions like those that exist at 
Hayes Homes today,” he said. 


Part of the staff meeting was.a bus 
tour of Newark's public housing pro- 
jects — certainly a new approach for 
such a high level delegation of HUD 
officials — but a picture is worth a

thousand words, as the saying goes, 
and the HUDstaff got an “up close and 
personal” view of living conditions of 
the poor in Newark. They seemed in- 
terested and eager to learn. 

Joiningthem on the bus were Msgr. 
Wm. J. Linder, founder of NCC, Mayor 
Sharpe James, Rep. Donald Payne and 
Senators Bill Bradley and Frank 
Lautenberg, as well as Ray Codey and 
the NCC executive team. Con- 
gresswoman Marge Roukema and 
Congressman Robert Menendez join- 
ed them later at a town meeting at 
Archbishop Thomas J. Walsh Homes 
public housing project off McCarter 
Highway where the presentation of 
the $24 million Hope I (Housing Op- 
portunities for People Every Where) 
grant was made to NCC and another 
$50 million Hope VI grant for renova- 
tion and community development at 
Walsh. (See Clarion December, 1993). 
Congresswoman Roukema spoke on 
behalf of NCC with much praise for 
their work. She is the senior ranking 
Republican member of the House Sub- 
committee on Housing. 

Secretary Cisneros was responsive 
and genuinely concerned about the 
people, listening to tenant’s individual 
problems and when spoken to in 


Robert Wood Johnson Foundation 


New Community Corporation (NCC) 
is one of seven New Jersey-Based 
organizations that have received $1 
million in grant money to support 
creative approaches to help solve some 
of the state’s most pressing health care 
problems, it was announced today by 
officials at the Robert Wood Johnson 
Foundation. Under the Foundation’s 
New Jersey Health Services Develop 
ment Program, funding will be made 
available to support a range of health 
care and support services targeting 
AIDS, substance abuse, adolescent 
homelessness, home health services 
for the elderly, sexual abuse of people 
with disabilities, and the barriers that 
keep people from accessing health 
care 

Newark ranks at or near the top of 
several negative health indicators 
such as infant mortality, teenage 
pregnancy, AIDS, tuberculosis, and 
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child abuse. A new approach to 
reaching Newark citizens with ap- 
propriate health care services, entitl- 
ed the Partnership For A Healthy 
Community, is being implemented by 
New Community Corporation in con- 
junction with Project HOPE. With a 
$246,676 grant, The Partnership For 
A Healthy Community will train up 
to 30 community health workers from 
Newark to conduct outreach efforts in 
the neighborhoods in which they live. 
The program will link residents with 
primary care services, and involve 
them in individual and group teaching 
sessions on health promotion and 
disease prevention strategies. 

The New Community-Project HOPE 
partnership capitalizes on the par- 
ticular resources of the two sponsoring 
organizations. NCC has been, for 25 
years, a major contributor to the 
revitalization of Newark and the Cen- 
tral Ward, and through its affiliated 
programs already reaches thousands 
of low-income Newark residents. Pro- 
ject HOPE has developed primary care 
networks and trained health workers 
in economically and medically disad- 
vantaged communities throughout 
the world, and has worked in the 
United States since 1969. For more in- 
formation about the Partnership For 
A Healthy Community please contact 
Florence Williams, NCC Director of 
Human Services at 201-623-2800.

program there had helped her gain her 
nurse’s aide certification, thereby 
boosting her earning potential from 
$5-$7 an hour to $9-$11 an hour, giv- 
ing her hope of finding a place of her 
own. The residents of Harmony House 
stay an average of eight to nine 
months. The major problem for mov- 
ing on being many times not the earn- 
ing power but the absolute lack of 
enough affordable housing to move 
into. 

The Hayes plan provides 288 much 
needed new Section 8 rental subsidy 
certificates (valued at $34 million) to 
be distributed by the City’s Housing 
Authority to low-income families in 
need of affordable housing. The 
renovated housing will also yield pro- 
perty taxes for the City (which current- 
ly receives no taxes from the City’s 
Housing Authority on the abandoned 
property.) 

The HOPE I program therefore 
should help alleviate the affordable 
housing problem, but much more is 
needed. “It is a tremendously impor- 
tant initiative,” said Cisneros of the 
NCC Hayes program. “It is an experi- 
ment; the first of its kind in the coun- 
try,” he went on. “If we can make this 
work, it would be tremendous.” 

The grant includes a five year pro- 
gram of job training, career counsel- 
ing and other support services for 52 
rental units giving residents constant 
assistance in getting and keeping a 
good paying job. The goal would be to 
get everyone up to an income so that 
they could afford to become owners at 
the end of the five year program. HUD 
would be paying NCC to provide that 
kind of support as part of its HOPE 
program. 

Mr. Codey pointed out that the 
Hayes program does not take any 
public housing. units out of service. 
“They’re not in service; they haven’t 
been in service for 12 years. They’re 
on paper somewhere but that doesn’t 
put a roof over somebody’s head.” It 
does however give low-income

New Community Corporation 
propone convertir a propiedades 
residenciales a los edificios 9 y 10 de 
Hayes Homes por medio del 
PROGRAMA HOPE. Estos edificios 
son parte de un compuesto de diez 
edificios de doce pisos edificados en 
los años mil nueve cientos cincuenta. 
Actualmente sólo 280 apartamentos 
delos 1,458 estan en uso. Los edificios 
9 y 10 van vacios por unos diez años 
empeorandose cada vez mas. 

New Community Corporation ha 
recibido de HUD $25 millones para 
restaurar los edificios 9 y 10.

El proyecto Hayes Homeownership 
patronicado por NCC permitira 
familias ganando tan poco como 
$17,800 tener su propio apartamento 
de dos dormitorios. Estas mismas 52 
familias recibirán unos $5,000 en 
entrenamiento de empleo para darles 
un adelanto en sus trabajos eingresos. 

También va haber 288 certificados 
de subvenciones de alquiler Section 8 
que serán distribuidos a familias de 
ingresos bajos en necesidad de 
vivienda por el Newark Housing Au- 
thority. Estos certificados están 


apreciados a unos $34 millones. 

New Community le va dar prioridad 
para los 52 apartamentos de bajo 
ingreso a los residentes actuales de 
Hayes Homes.

The staff of St. Rose of Lima School 
had the opportunity to learn from two 
of its members in a unique way. The 
occasion was an inservice workshop 
training session: “Introducing 
Calculatorsin the Lower Elementary 
Grades.” The workshop was conducted 
by Camillus Ventour, mathematics 
coordinator and seventh grade 
homeroom instructor, This recent ses- 
sion focused on the way teachers can 
involve students using calculators in 
an investigative process and to deter- 
mine these instruments capabilities to 
do repeated addition and subtraction. 
The faculty was introduced to the T-1 
MATH EXPLORER, and its many 
functions, especially its ability to in- 
put and display, and manipulate 
whole numbers, fractions and decimals. 


Mr. Ventour revealed lesson plans 
that were developed for instruction in 
simple addition, subtraction, counting 
backwards and repetition. 


Along with Mrs. Scuilli, our 
volunteer computer lab coordinator, 
Mr. Ventour isa participant ina three 
year statewide ‘‘Mentor Teacher” pro- 
ject at the Steven’s Institute of 
Technology Center for Improved 
Engineering and Science Education 
(C.LE.S.E.) in Hoboken, NJ. During 
the course of the school year, both Mrs. 
Scuilli and Mr. Ventour will conduct 
several mentoring activities with the 
faculty. These workshops will focus on 
enhancing mathematics education by 
incorporating into classroom instruc- 
tion the effective use of computer 
technology.

C.LE.S.E. is under the directorship 
of Dr. Edward Friedman at Steven’s. 
It is supported to a large degree by a 
national science grant to Steven’s to 
work with forty teachers in sixteen 
school districts and train them to 
become “mentor” teachers in their 
schools on technology application for 
mathematics learning. Mr. Angelo J. 
Pantazes, a consultant for C.I.E.S.E. 
to Mr. Ventour and Mrs. Scuilli, has 
visited St. Rose of Lima School in a 
resource capacity as outreach supervi- 
sion is required by the terms of the 
project.
